As freight train No. 10 was coming 
north this morning on the Illinois Central 
toad when abou t three and a half miles 
sou th of Dix on, sou th of the Three Mile 
Branch, the engineer saw on the west 
sid e of the track wbat he su pposed at first 
was the d ead bod y of an animal, bu t as 
he came nearer it was d iscov ered , by him­ 
self and other trainmen, to be a man, 
“cu rled u p, ” as thou gh asleep. The train 
was ru nning on a d own grad e and there­ 
fore it was impossible to stop before 
reaching the man. 
It appears that the 
noise of the cars mu st hav e arou sed him 
for as the train approached he partially 
raised u p before the fatal blow came. He 
was stru ck on the sid e of the head by the 
pilot, or “cowcatcher,” and instantly 
killed . 
His neck and one arm were 
broken. In his pocket was fou nd an 
empty bottle 
which 
had 
contained 
whisky , and from this fact it is not 
u nreasonable to infer that the man was 
in a stu por 
from intox ication. 
He 
was, howev er, in Mr. Wooley ’s office 
at llie d epot, at abou t six s’clock this 
morning, and then he appeared to be per­ 
fectly sober. 
He mad e enqu iry of the 
agent as to the d istance to some town 
and then d eparted . 
He was aged abou t 
thirty -two y ears; weighed abou t one hu n­ 
d red and fifty pou nd s, and was fiv e feet 
eight inches in height. 
From letters 
fou nd in his pockfets, it appears that the 
man s name was Henry W. Thompson, 
and his last resid ence was Fort Dod ge, 
Iowa. The letters also showed that the 
y ou ng m an’s parents resid e as 1000 Ham­ 
ilton street, Philad elphia. Pa., and bis 
father’s name is Richard Thompson. 
It 
wou ld appear, also, that he has two 
brothers, named respectiv ely William and 
George, liv ing at Fort Dod ge. It appears 
from a letter from his father, fou nd in 
his pocket, that he had recently lost his 
wife by d eath; and that they had not long 
been married . 
That letter was filled 
with good Christian ad v ice to the y ou ng 
man. 
There was also fou nd in the pock­ 
ets of the d eceased a letter from his 
brothers at Fort Dod ge d ated Febru ary 
12th, 18 8 6. In bis pockets were a nu m­ 
ber of photographs and a v ery nice au to­ 
graph albu m. The latter contained kind 
word s from friend s at Minneapolis, Min­ 
nesota; Siblj% Iowa; au d the writers were 
principally y ou ng lad ies. 
The bod y was brou ght to this city and 
1).

fireman J. F. Maloney : breakman B. R. 
Springer; telegraph operator E. R. Egan, 
and railroad agent, W. C. Wooley .

Chicago, March 15.—When tho newsboys 
of this 
c^ty Saturday began si outing, 
“ Train robbery near .J oliet 1” most people 
thought the papers had got up a “ soil, or 
wore tailing a J oe Mulhatton story and pub­ 
lishing it for the money it would bring in, 
and it required strong confirmation to con­ 
vince people that an express train had 
been robbed of nearly 822,000 in cash, and 
tho express messenger brutally murder *u 
within 11» miles of this city. 
But it was 
true, and the details of tho assassination are 
so bloody that they rival the stone* of 
murder and robbery told of the Jo -so J ames 
gang in Missouri. 
Tho train < n which the murder and rob­ 
bery was committed is known as Iso. 5, 
leaving the depot of tho Chicago, Kock 
Island S c 1 acificjroal, on Van Huron street, 
at 10:.'» p. m. 
The train of Friday night 
consisted of the locomotive, two baggage 
cars, which at tho sumo time served us ex. 
press cars, two sleepers and three < ouches. 
Conductor Wagner was in charge of the 
train; Kellogg Nichols was the express mes­ 
senger, end 'Newton II. Watt was in charge 
of tho baggage for which tho railroad com­ 
pany was responsible.

ing up ho saw that the arm and re­ 
volver 
were withdaawa. 
The safe was 
open, books and :n \> r- hit red tht floor, 
and Watt jumped out. 
A hen Nich is faiiel 
to deliver hi > ex: l ess packets to the agent at 
Morris, the latter opened th t first car, and 
the horrible spectacle which met hi> eves 
at onco told the story of the criin *. 
Tho 
body of the unfortunate express messenger 
was lying in a pool of blood, spattering* of 
blood covered tho floor and sides of the car, 
and books and papers were strewn about, 
and the whole condition of things spoko 
louder than words of a fearful struggle in 
which Nichols after a heroic fight had 
finally succumbed 
to superior numbers, 
paying with his life for tho trust in which ho 
had nevor been found wanting for twenty 
years. 
It is doubtful whether tho true story of 
tho fight will ever be told, unless it is by the 
confession of some one of the robbers. 
It 
seems, however, clear that Nichols was al­ 
ready a dead man when the baggageman 
was paralyzed with the revolver being 
thrust close to his head. 
Thoso of the rob 
bers not on guard on the second car un­ 
doubtedly forced open tho roar door of fcho 
first, if, 
indeed, it was not opened by 
Nichols himself under tho belief that it was 
tho baggageman who was claiming admis­ 
sion. 
It :s also clear that Nichols refused to 
givo up tho keys to the safe, and that he 
fought with the desperation of a man who 
knows his life is in tho scale. 
After tho 
life had 
been literally battered out of 
Nichols, the robbers took the keys from him, 
opened tho safe, and rifled it of its contents. 
They th- n jumped from tho train while it 
v.as slowing up for Morris. 
The body of the murdered mun arrive 1 
in this city at 4:35 p. m. Saturday, and 
presented a terrible sight as it lay on a cot 
at the undertakers1. The chin was split open 
by a deep gash which reat bed down to the 
throat. 
A long, drooping mustache was 
cleft asunder by a gaping wound which 
looked as if it had been caused by the stroke 
of an ax or a hatchet. 
There were three 
bullet wounds discovered on tho body, up 
parently caused by a revolver of small cali­ 
ber. 
One bullet hud entered the nock at the 
right side, about an inch forwiird of the 
ear, and another about three inches below, 
down toward the shoulder blade. 
Of these 
bullets one hud coma out on tho left side of 
the neck, and tho other on tho left cheek. 
The third bullet bad penetrated tho left arm 
below the elbow, coming out above after 
shuttering the bone. 
Evidently the arm 
had beeu lifted in a warding position. 
Not 
levs than twenty-six cuts were counted on 
face and head-some slight, merely bruising 
the skin, others penetrating deep into tho 
skull, laying bare tho brains after smashing 
the skull. 
Qt;© of theso wounds, undoubt­ 
edly the fatal one, if the bullets did not 
fulfill their deadly mission, was ou the 
left side of the head, beginning about 
one inch above the ear and extending 
to the to p of the head—a distance of 
fully five inches. 
The blow had crushed 
the skull, making an opening of fully an 
in ch wid e, through wh ich the brains of tho 
u n fo rtu n ate man 
were fo u n d o o iin g 
when 
the b o d y 
was p ick ^SLu p . There was hardly 


a square inch of cutleTe whole on the right 
hand, and tho right wrist was broken by n 
powerful blow, which caused it to swell up 
to double tho natural size. 
Undoubtedly 
these injuries were caused whoa the bravo 
man was in tho last stage.;, lifting up his 
right baud and arm to ward oIT tho blows 
which were raining down ujxm him. 
The 
groat gaping cut ou the top of tho head also 
seems to have been made aftsr the man was 
on the floor, for it is in a slanting po-ition, 
and not direct from above. 
Everything 
a b o u t the mutilated body shows Chat tho 
life was cruelly beaten out. 
What tho 
weapon was is merely a surmise. 
It might 
h a v e been a heavy iron l>ar with sharp 
p<ig* s, or an ax, or 
a 
hatchet, though the 
latter would hardly be heavy enough t> 
cause suen terrible wounds. 
The clothing 


of tfco murdered man was not tom, but it 
was soaked with blood. 
It was sent back 
to Morris to do servico at the inquest 
When tho body of tho murdered man wns 
I'fAind at Morris it was discovered that h s 
right hand clutched a tuft of hair torn out 
by tho roots. 
This again speaks for tho 
hand-to-hand struggle of tho brave man 
who defend© 1 the property in his care with 
Ins life. 
The hair is of a sandy color and 
straight, being rather coarse. 
It may play 
an important part in the identification of 
tho robbers. 
When tho safe was examined it was dis­ 
covered that a *40,0 >0 package of bank notes 
f >r Davenport, another package of 81,0« » , 
and another for $ 5oo were all gone. 
Besides 
tins there was a larg ■ bag containing a great 
numb-i* of small packages of jewelry, con­ 
st,,no I to tho express company’s agent at 
i Voria for distribution in bis district What 
the value of the jewelry was cannot l*> 
fated. 
I ho jewelry is variously estimated 
at fr m £ 5,00) to £ 10,000. 
The Bock Bland railway company has of­ 
fer* » a reward of 85,000 for the arrest of 
any one of tho criminals, and 
8 1 0,01» for 
the.n all, the money in each case to be paid 
upon conviction. 
Every effort that detect» 
ivc* s ;ill can sugg -st is being made to bring 
to justice th** mis r-ants. 
It is almost cer­ 
tain that one or more of th 1 robbers was 
hurt, probably severely, during tho bravo 
struggle the muni red man made, and this 
fa *t is exjKCtod to give a elui in a short 
time

* j* ntially a- ^u t that no freight would run. 
Tl. * la;* -t rumor is that the engineers and 
fireman arc in tho fullest accord with the 
strike. 
Mat-« Labor Commissioner Kochtitzky ar­ 
rive lucre Saturday night from J efferson 
City and held conferences in regard to a 
> Til« m -nt of the strike, but he declined to 
sav who be coitferro t with or what was 
<!<>n *, nor would he say what, if any, rela­ 
tion.-. ho holds to either si lo in the contest. 
He did :v*iy, however: “ Tho strike is a 
mistake, anti if is my opinion that the 
Knights of Labor realize that fact, and 
b asin g the opinion on that view of tho 
situation, it is more than probable that 
wit in four days the trouble will be settled, 
freight trains running, and tho embargo 
u p o n CMumerco raised.” 
When asked if 
n eg o tiatio n s are now p udiug between the 
Mi-souri Fa iiie company and the Knights 
of Labor ho replied: 
"I <1<* not feel at lib- 
i tv t<> an-w r that question directly. 
I 
will simply viv that th strike is in a fair 
way of settlement, and, without the inter­ 
ference of some unforeseen issues, will boat 
an en i within the next three or four days.” 
Mr. 
Kochtitzky left for Kcdalin Sunday 
morning, for tho purposs, it is understood, 
of consulting with leading knights of that 
place.

La Blan che’s height is 5 feet 7, an d ho 
weighed 1.55. 
Thirteen d esperate roun d s 
wore fought, an d Dempsey won , 
Tho man ­ 
agers of the affair carried it to a su< ce sful 
an d en tirely satisfactory con clusion .

wero on ly twen ty person s presen t. 
Tho chief d ifficulty ex perien ced by the 
man agers of tho fight was to hood win k 
those who were watchin g for it, an d tho 
“toughs” who wore ben t on bein g presen t to 
m ar tho fairn ess of tho operation s.

parties wero elud ed an d tho battle groun d , 
over six ty-five miles 
away, reached in 
good season .
